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Farmers'  realized  net  income  was 
at  a  seasonally  adjusted  annual  rate 
of  1L4  Dillion  dollars  in  the  first  3 
quarters  of  1960,  virtually  unchanged 
from  the  corresponding  period  of 
1959.  Larger  cash  receipts  from  farm 
marketings,  somewhat  smaller  non- 
money  income,  and  about  the  same 
level  of  Government  payments  com- 
bined to  yield  about  the  same  realized 
gross  farm  income  as  a  year  earlier. 
Production  expenses  were  not  much 
different  from  a  year  ago. 

Both  realized  gross  and  net  farm 


income  increased  from  1950  to  1951, 
but  then  declined  every  year  until 
1956.    They  dropped  again  in  1957, 
rose  sharply  in  1958,   and  declined 
again  in  1959. 

Production  expenses  climbed 
steadily  over  the  ten  years,  1950-59, 
with  the  exception  of  1953,  and  were 
estimated  at  26.  2  billion  dollars  in 
1959.  However,  based  on  indications 
for  the  firsts  quarters  of  1960,  it  ap- 
pears that  farm  operators' production 
costs  may  be  close  to  the  1959  level.

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FARM  INCOME  IN  I96O  AND  OUTLOOK  FOR  I96I 

Realized  net  farm  income  this  year  is  expected  to  be  about  the  same  as  in 
1959  and  prospects  for  I96I  point  to  relative  stability  in  cash  receipts,  farm 
cost  rates  and  net  farm  incomes  realized  by  farm  operators. 

In  the  first  3  quarters  of  this  year,  realized  net  farm  income  was  at  a 
rate  nearly  as  high  as  in  the  same  period  of  1959*    I't  now  appears  that  realized 
net  farm  income  in  I960  may  equal  or  possibly  exceed  1959*    This  improvement  in 
farm  income  prospects,  above  expectations  earlier  this  year,  stems  largely  f3X>m 
increased  output  of  wheat  and  soybeans,  as  well  as  from  a  smaller-than -expected 
increase  in  production  expenses. 

Relative  stability  in  cash  receipts,  production  expenses,  and  net  income 
will  likely  continue  in  I96I.    Reflecting  record  farm  output  this  year,  the 
volume  of  farm  marketings  is  running  about  3  pereent  above  1959  increase 
further  in  I96I  if  growing  conditions  are  average  or  better.    Livestock  produc- 
tion will  likely  increase  in  I96I.    Cattle  prices  in  I96I  probably  will  con- 
tinue to  decline  under  the  impact  of  larger  marketings  and  result  in  some 
further  decline  in  cash  receipts  from  cattle.    Marketings  of  hogs  will  continue 
below  a  year  earlier  well  into  I96I,  reflecting  the  reduced  uig  crops  this 
year,  and  prices  are  expected  to  remain  relatively  high  well  into  I96I. 
However,  farrowings  may  turn  up  next  spring  and  larger  marketings  than  a  year 
earlier  are  in  prospect  in  the  closing  months  of  I96I.    For  all  of  I96I,  hog 
prices  prebably  will  average  at  about  the  I96O  level.    Priced  for  dairy  pro- 
ducts and  eggs  are  expected  to  hold  above  a  year  earlier  well  into  I96I.  But 
egg  marketings  in  the  last  half  of  I96I  are  expected  to  rise  above  a  year 
earlier  and  prices  may  be  lower.    Prices  of  most  crops  so  far  in  I96O  average 
about  the  same  as  the  year  earlier,  and  they  probably  will  continue  fairly 
stable  in  I96I.    Under  present  law,  minimum  price  supports  for  most  major  farm 
products  for  I96I  production  will  not  be  much  different  than  I96O  support 
level.    Stocks  of  ^eat  and  feed  grains,  which  have  been  excessive  for  a  nvmber 
of  years,  are  expected  to  increase  further  in  the  I96O-6I  marketing  year. 

A  continued  stable  cost  situation  is  indicated  for  I961.    The  general 
easing  of  inflationary  pressures  siaggest  little  price  change  in  the  coming  year 
for  production  items  purchased  by  farmers  from  the  nonfarm  sector  of  the 
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economy.    WJiile  feeder  livestock  prices  may  change  little  from  current  levels, 
in  September  and  October  they  averaged  8  percent  below  a  year  earlier.  But 
interest  payments,  taxes,  and  farm  wage  rates  will  again  likely  be  higher  in 
1961. 

Total  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  I961  may  be  about  the  same  as 
i960.    Receipts  from  livestock  and  products  are  not  expected  to  be  much  differ- 
ent from  this  year.    Receipts  from  meat  stnimals  and  poultry  and  eggs  may  be 
held  close  to  the  i960  level  with  larger  marketings  offsetting  slightly  lower 
prices,  particularly  later  in  the  year.    Receipts  from  dairy  products  may  show 
some  increase  reflecting  slightly  higher  prices. 

Large  pjroportions  of  the  heavy  I96O  crops  will  be  marketed  in  I96I,  and 
total  crop  marketings  for  the  year  could  be  as  large  as  this  year.    With  little 
change  in  average  prices  expected,  crop  receipts  might  total  as  much  as  in  i960. 

Through  September  I96O,  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  totaled  almost 
one  percent  above  the  comparable  period  of  1959*    An  increase  of  about  3 
percent  in  the  volume  of  farm  marketings  more  than  offset  a  2-percent  decline 
in  average  prices  received  by  farmers.    Receipts  from  livestock  and  products 
were  down  about  2  percent  from  January-September  1959^  due  mostly  to  reduced 
receipts  from  cattle  and  calves.    Receipts  from  crops  exceeded  the  first  9 
months  of  1959  t)y  about  5  percent,  due  to  larger  marketings. 

Compared  with  1959^  cash  receipts  fi-om  livestock  and  livestock  products 
during  the  year  I96O  are  expected  to  be  about  the  same,  while  cash  receipts 
from  crops  are  expected  to  be  somewhat  higher.    Lower  cash  receipts  are  now 
indicated  for  cotton,  barley,  oats,  and  oranges,  but  these  declines  are  more 
than  offset  by  sizeable  gains  in  receipts  from  wheat,  corn,  soybeans,  potatoes, 
and  truck  crops.    For  the  livestock  group,  sharp  reductions  from  1959  ij^  re- 
ceipts for  cattle  and  calves  are  expected  to  be  offset  by  increased  receipts 
from  hogs,  broilers  and  other  poultry,  eggs,  and  milk  sold  to  plants-  and 
dealers . 

Realized  gross  farm  income  in  the  Janiiary-September  i960  period  was  estima- 
ted unchanged  from  a  year  earlier  with  higher  cash  receipts  from  farm  market- 
ings offsetting  some  drop  in  nonmoney  income — the  imputed  value  of  home 
consumption  and  gross  rental  value  of  fann  dwellings.    Government  payments  in 
i960  probably  will  total  slightly  larger  than  in  1959  because  of  larger 
Conservation  Reserve  payments. 

Farm  operators'  production  expenditures'  through  September  this  year  are 
estimated  to  be  only  slightly  larger  than  in  the  January-September  1959  period. 
The  index  of  prices  paid  for  production  items,  interest,  taxes,  and  wage  rates 
in  the  January-September  I96O  period  was  only  about  0.5  percent  above  a  year 
earlier.    But,  prices  of  production  items  alone  averaged  just  below  a  year 
earlier.    Motor  vehicle  prices  eased  off  slightly  while  most  other  production 
items  purchased  from  the  nonfarm  sector  were  up  slightly  from  1959  prices. 
Farm  machinery  prices  were  reported  about  3  percent  higher  than  in  the  first  3 
quarters  of  1959.    Prices  paid  by  farmers  were  lower  than  a  year  earlier  for 
feed  and  feeder  livestock,  with  the  drop  for  the  latter  averaging  8  percent 
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during  the  first  9  months  of  I96O.    In  addition,  there  has  been  some  decline  in 
certain  farm  inputs  including  labor,  fertilizer,  and  feeder  and  replacement 
livestock. 

Overhead  costs  such  as  interest,  taxes,  and  depreciation  are  again  higher 
in  i960.    Through  September  this  year,  interest  per  acre  on  farm  real  estate 
debt  was  up  9  percent  from  a  year  ago,  while  farm  real  estate  taxes  payable  per 
acre  were  running  7  percent  higher  than  in  1959'    In  addition,  wage  rates  so 
far  this  year  have  been  about  3  to  4  percent  more  than  in  the  first  3  quarters 
of  1959. 

In  the  first  3  quarters  of  I96O,  the  seasonally  adjusted  annual  rate  of 
realized  net  fann  income  was  11. k  billion  dollars  compared  with  11.5  billion  in 
the  January-September  1959  period.     (See  table  1.)    This  stability  between  1959 
and  i960  is  in  marked  contrast  to  a  year  ago  when  January-September  1959 
realized  net  farm  income  was  running  almost  2  bi3J.ion  dollars  less  than  in  1958« 

The  income  of  sill  farm  people  from  nonfarm  sources  is  expected  to  be 
slightly  larger  in  I96O  than  in  1959*    This  income  fronr  nonfarm  sources  in  I96O 
is  likely  to  account  again  for  about  a  third  of  total  net  income  of  all  farm 
people.    With  the  farm  population  continuing  to  decline,  per  capita  income  of 
farm  people  from  all  sources — farm  and  nonfarm—could  well  show  sui  increase 
this  year.    The  downtrend  in  fara  numbers  also  has  apparently  been  rapid  in 
recent  years.    With  aggregate  farm  income  fairly  stable,  income  per  farm  has 
risen  as  well. 

CUREENT  ESTU'lATES 

Volume  of  marketings  in  I96O 

The  physical  volume  of  farm  marketings  will  most  likely  establish  a  new 
record  high  for  I96O,  exceeding  the  previous  record  in  1959  t»y  about  3  percent. 
Based  on  conditions  amd  sales  up  to  November  1,  marketings  in  I96O  are  expected 
to  total  132  percent  of  the  19^7-^9  annual  average  volume  compared  with  128 
percent  for  1959*     (See  chart  on  page  7  and  table  2  on  page  8.) 

Increases  in  marketings  are  indicated  for  both  crops  and  livestock.  Total 
crop  marketings  will  exceed  1959  largely  as  the  result  of  increases  in  sales  of 
food  and  feed  grains,  tobacco  and  oil  crops.    Sales  in  I96O  reflect  the  com- 
bined effect  of  the  large  marketings  of  corn  and  soybeans  from  the  1959  crops, 
and  marketings  of  relatively  large  I96O  crops  of  wheat,  rye,  flaxseed,  oats  and 
soybeans.    Marketings  of  livestock  ajid  products  are  expected  to  be  up,  reflect- 
ing an  increased  volume  of  sales  of  cattle  and  calves,  sheep  and  lambs,  and 
wholesale  milk. 

Cash  receipts  in  September  and  October 

September  cash  receipts  from  fam  marketings  totaled  nearly  $3.^  billion, 
about  1  percent  above  receipts  in  September  1959^     (See  table  3°)  Receipts 
from  crops  were  above  a  year  earlier,  but  livestock  receipts  we^^  down.  The 
preliminary  estimate  of  cash  receipts  in  October,  $4.0  billion,  is  nearly 
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3  percent  above  October  1959*  Cash  receipts  from  both  crops  and  livestock  this 
October  exceeded  those  of  a  year  earlier. 

CHARTS  ON  FARM  INCOME 

Tvro  of  the  h  charts  carried  in  this  report  have  been  included  in  the  I961 
issue  of  Agricultural  Outlook  Charts »    One  is  reproduced  on  the  cover  of  this 
report  and  one  on  the  bottom  of  page  6.    Estimates  for  the  lower  chart  on  page 
6,  comparing  farm  and  nonfarm  per  capita  incomes,  are  available  only  through 
1959  ^-'t  this  time.    This  chart  shows  that  in  1959^  there  was  a  slight  drop  from 
the  1958  record  high  of  income  per  person  on  farms  from  all  sources.    V/ith  the 
apparent  stabilizing  of  net  farm  income  this  year,  and  a  continued  decline  in 
the  farm  population,  it  is  pirobable  that  per  capita  income  for  persons  on  farms 
from  all  sources  will  be  up  some  this  year  from  the  1959  level. 

The  chart  above  (Neg  7^62)  shows  the  record  volume  of  farm  marketings  this 
year  and  somewhat  lower  average  prices.    Also,  this  chart  on  marketings,  prices 
and  receipts  shows  the  generally  offsetting  influence  of  lower  average  prices 
and  larger  marketings  on  cash  receipts  over  the  past  decade. 

The  top  chart  on  page  6  indicates  that  in  I96O  as  in  1959  farm  operators 
are  retaining  as  net  income  only  about  30  percent  of  their  realized  gross  farm 
income,  reflecting  insreasing  purchases  of  industrial  commodities  used  in  fam 
production  as  well  as  the  persistent  rise  in  cost  rates  during  the  post-war 
period.    For  1959^  reailized  gross  farm  income,  including  Government  payments, 
was  estimated  at  37*5  billion  dollars,  production  expenses  at  26.2  biJJLion 
dollars,  and  realized  net  income  of  farm  operators  at  11.3  billion  dollars.
